WASHINGTON, January 8.—([Special.]-—-The 


presidents of the various state alliances were | 


in session hére today. 

The meeting was somewhat heated when 
the question of alliance political affiliation 
came up. A number of other alliancemen 
who happened to be in Washington, but bad 
no vote in the meeting, were allowed to be 
present and express themselves, and Jerry 
Simpson, of course, wanted the alliance to 
join the third party, but the presidents, al- 
most toa man, were opposed to the alliance 
going into any political party. Indeed, it 
was agreed by them that an attempt to trans- 
ferthe alliance vote of the country to any 
party would result in the complete destruction 
of the order. % 

The Resolution Adopted. 

After being bored with Jerry-Simypson, and 
a few others of his ilk, for some time, a resolu- 
tion was passed uanimously calling upon the 
February St. Louis convention to refrain from 
committing the alliance to any party. The 
resolution is as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sentiment and desire of 
this conference of the presidents of the Farmers’ 
Alliance and Industrial Union that the delegates 
from the Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union 
who attend the industrial conference to be held 
in St. Louis, February 22, 1892, use their influence 
and votes to establish perfect fraternal relations 
with all the labor organizations represented in 
said meeting, with the Ocala demands xs a basis 
and a platform for principles, and that such plat- 
form be presented to the national conventions of 
the democratic party, the republican p rty and 
the people’s party, this year, with an earnest re- 
quest that the principles involved be ingrafted 
into their platforms for the coming elections of 
1892; but that they carefully refrain from commit- 
ting our orders, as such, to affiliation with any 
political party or parties. 

Now, where will Mr. Watson, Mr. Post and 
Mr. Ellington get their supportin going into 
the third party? This resolution is a practical 
and complete endorsement of the positions of 
Colonel Livingston, Colonel Winn, Mr. Moses, 
Colonel Everett and Colonel Lawson, and it 
means the overthrow of the third party advo- 
cates in all the southern states. 

Met by Livingston. 

Although Colonel Livingston has enemies 
and is abused ana denounced, as are all men 
who biaze out new paths in the forests of 
pub!ic opinion and agitation, he hasa faculty 
of “playing more trump cards than any man 
now before the people. 

Indeed, Colonel Livingston is the owner of 
a very long head, and his stock of judginent is 
large. The attacks upon his stronghold and 
his devotion to the democratic party are about 
as effective as rocks from a slungshot upon the 
head of an alligator. The brilliant Colonel 
Watson loaded his third-party slungshot with 
a resolution Tuesday night and let 1t fly upon 
a gathering of alliancemen and friends of the 
alliance at the meeting held at The National 
Economists’s office, but Colonel Livingston 
was there and caught it, so to speak, and 
chunked it back into the throat of the brill- 
iant Colonel Watson. It was a meeting of 
about fifty members of congress who are either 
alliancemen or term themselves friends of the 
order. They met to discuss matters of legisla- 
tion and other things relating to the alliance 
orderina general way. The meeting-had hardly 
been called to order when Colonel Wat- 
son, the brilliant and distinguished meteor 
from the tenth Georgia district, flashed up 
and shot upon those present a resolution pro- 
viding that no member of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance order, or friend of the same, should be 
allowed to enter into acaucus of either the 
democratic or republican parties in congress. 
Jerry Simpson was immediately upon his feet 
to advocate the passage of the resolution, and 
he made a wild sort of harangue to that 
effect. 

Knocked in the Head. 

It was, however, jumped on with “both 
feet,” so to speak, by every other member 
present, and defeated. In the language of a 
Tennessee member who was present, Colonel 
Livingston and Mr. Moses made 
Speeches that simply tore the  brill- 
jant gentleman from the tenth into 
shreds. Colonel Livingston explained the 
platform and the pledges that he and Mr. 
Watson, and all the other new members of the 
Georgia delegation were elected to congress 
upon. It was, that they had promised to stand 
by the democratic party, to enter the demo- 
cratic caucus, but at the same time to be true 
to the alliance. Colonel Livingston announced 
that he and all the other members of the 
Georgia delegation except Mr. Watson had 
stood by these pledges, and intended to do so 
and will continue to doso. All the members 
present, except Mr. Watson and Jerry Simp- 
son, announced that Livingston was right, and 
Mr. Watson’s resolution was buried forever. 
Both the republicans and democrats present 
were indignant that Mr. Watson should have 
attempted to have them adopt such a policy as 

é has pursued.

have hit upon the plan of passing through this 
congress, within a month or two, a bill au- 
thorizing the president of the United States to 
invite the principal nations of Europe, es- 
pecially those of the Latin-American union— 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Austria and 
Italy—to an international monetary congress, 
to be held in Chicago during the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition of 1893. As soon as two 
or more countries shall have accepted the 
invitation, the president shall designate the 
date of assembiage, and appoint the delegates, 
which he is to be authorized to appoint in the 
bill. Itis proposed that the United States 


of them to be appointed by the president from 
among private citizens of high character and 
conspicuous ability, five to be appointed by the 
speaker of the house of representatives from 
among the membership of that body, and five 
to be chosen by the United States 
senate from among the senators. The 
nations of Eerope would be_ invited 
to send delegates to this congress 
for the purpose of establishing internation- 
al:y the use of gold and silver as bimetallic 
money, to fix the rate of permanent value be- 
tween these metals, and to arrange for the 
coinage in each of the countries represented 
of an international coin or international coins, 
to pass current at a fixed value throughout all 
the nations of the world. 
A Mistake to Be Avoided. 

Care would be taken to so phrase the invita- 
tions as to avoid the mistake which was made 
by France in issuing the invitations for the 
international bimetallic conference of 1881, 
when Grea‘ Britain declined to participate ; be- 
cause, in her opinion, the terms of the invita- 
tions bound her to abide by the conclusions of 
the congress. In this instance, it is not hoped 
or desired to bind in advance this or any other 
country to the findings of the congress, but to 
make the congress one of investigation and 
interchange of views, and of final recommend- 
ation, which the participating nations may 
follow by the nscessary parliamentary action 
or not. In this gespect, the congress is designed 
to be similar tethe pan-American congress, 
which met two years ago in Washington, at 
the invitation of this government. That 
congress merely recommended legislation to 
the governments of the participating countries, 
and in several instances these recouwmenda- 
tions have been followed... The promoters of 
this plan believe it the only way the silver 
question can be permanently solved. Mr. 
Harrison would sign such a bill, because he 
would not dare to veto it. Mr. Blaine also 
favors the scheme, but it is distinctly a dem- 
ocratic plan. The bill will be formulated by 
democrats first, passed by a democratic house, 
and then by the senate and signed by the 
president. It will result in the remonetiza- 
tion of silver, and the final se&tlement of all 
the discussion which has been had over the 
white metal. Butit does not mean that this 
congress will make no effort to pass a free 
coinage bill. It will, and a bill will pass both 
houses. 

The New Rules. 

Speaker Crisp is recovering rapidly. He 
will, perhaps, sit up awhile tomorrow, and by 
Monday expects to confer with Mr. McMillin 
and Genera! Catchings about the formation of 
a code of rules to govern the house. The oode 
of the fiftieth congress will form the basis of 
the rules of this house. The néw code will 
not contain any of the arbitrary features of the 
Reed rules, but some of the laxity of the old 
Carlisle rules will be corrected. The new 
code will be ready for adoption by the house 
some time during next week. 


CROSSING THE LINE. 


Mexico Will Ask for Permission to Pursue 
Garza. 


WASHINGTON, January 8.—The question of 
allowing Mexican troops to enter United 
States territory in pursuit of Garza and his 
band has been ififormally presented to the 
secretary of state, and was one of the topics of 
discussion at the cabinet meeting today. It is 
understood that the Mexican government will 
soon make formal application for the privilege, 
refered to. 

Senor Romero remarked that the Mexican au- 
thorities were hampered somewhatin opera- 
tions against the insurrectionists by their habit 
of seeking shelter in United States territory 
whenever Mexican soldiers were in close 
proximity to them,and on the other hand cross- 
ing the line into Mexico when necessary to 
avoid meeting with United States troops. He 
was of the opinion that the capture of Garza 
might be effected without doubtif the troops 
of either country were allowed to follow him 
into contiguous foreign territory. He in- 
timated that in order to test the sentiment of

Ina letter to General Thomas, 
dated today, Mr. Inman said that he would 
accept on condition that an arrangement be 
made whereby he could be relieved of the po- 
sition at an early date. He referred to the 
Olcott committee on reorganization. Speaking 
further, Mr. Inman says: 

I feel that Ishould frankly state to you thatI 
do not desire to continue the burden of responsi- 
bility which I have carried during past years as 
the executive head of this corporation. Inas- 
much, however, as the various companies con- 
nected with our system are undergoing reorg«ni- 
zation, the object of which is to place the proper- 
ties upon a more substantial financial basis, and 
as Iam in full accord with the efforts of the se- 
curity holders and their committee to secure this 
result, lregard it my duty to comply with your 
request. 

The Vote Will Be Cast for Him. 

The board of directors held a meeting today 
and resolved to cast the proxy of the company 
for Mr. Inman as president, with the under- 
standing that the resignation of all these officers 
may be demanded by the board at any time.

HIS ARMY IS SCATTERED, 


Bug Garza Is Rapidly Gaining Recruits. 
Movements of the Revolutionists. 


SAN ANTONIO, January 8.—Garza’s follow- 
ers are now scattered into squads through 
several counties, the size of an average state in 
New England, but his revolutionary move- 
ments are by no means being checked. His 
active’ participants are thus comparatively 
safe, while the sentiment of the revolutionary 
pronunciamentois spreading. There is reason 
to believe that, if Garza should sacceed in 
avoiding arrest, he will keep up the present 
feeling, and will have the active support of all 
the anti-Diaz element in northern Mexico, 
which will join him at once upon his advance 
into that country. 


Equipping for War. 
Reports from various points throughout the 
southwest convey the information that parties 
of Mexicans are equipping themselves with 


arms and horses and are leaving for the sup- 
posed rendezvous of the revolutionists. While 
no sauguinary engagements have occurred for 
several days, there is a widespread feeling all 
along the border that Garza’s war is yet in its 
incipiency. 

The only official advices yesterday were 
from Coionel Morris, at Fort McIntesh, who 
telegraphed Colonel! J. P. Martin, adjutant of 
military headquarters here, as follows: 

I understand that the Mexican consul at Laredo 
has received word from General Rice to the effect 
that a party of Garza’s men had raided a small 
place called Lejoa. They robbed the place of 
arms, and then fied to the other side, and one was 
eaptured. Hardee reports, under date of January 
4th, that he thinks the bands are trying to get to- 
gether again after the last break up. He is at 
Salina, Tex. 

Movement of Garza’s Men. 


The latest reports received here from the 
Rio Grande frontier indicate that numerous 
bands of revolutionists are moving toward 
Mexico, and that unless their march is inter- 
fered with in the next few days by United 
States troops or Mexican military authorities, 
a@ majority of them will have reached Mexican 
territory. They are all thought to have one 
objective point in Mexico, where they hope 
to meet and join forces, and Monterey is said 
to be the city upon which the first combined 
assault is to be made. 

The Mexican government has been informed 
of this plan, and during the last two days there 
has been a general shifting of troops from gar- 
nsonsin the state of San Luis Potosi and the 
lower part of the state of Nueva Leon to the 
Rio Grande frontier of the state of Tamaplipas. 
The main army of the revolttionists is reported 
to be within a day’s march of the border, and 
the United States troops are being hurried to 
intercept them.

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JACKSON'S DAY 


Brings Out Some Spirited Expressions of 
Democracy. 


GROVER CLEVELAND IN NEW YORK 


Addresses the Members of the Busi- 
ness Men’s Association, 


WHILE MR. SPRINGER, OF ILLINOIS, 


Sheds Light Upon Measures Which 
the Democratic Congress Will 
Enact. 


New York, January 8.—Among the speakers 
at the banquet of the Business Men’s Demo- 
cratic Association tonight was ex-President 
Cleveland. After tracing why Jackson’s day 
is celebrated, he continued: 

The democratic party has lately declared to the 
people thatif it wastrusted and invested with 
power, their burdens of taxation should be light- 
ened, and that a better and more just distribution 
of. benefits shou!d be assured to them. There is no 
doubt concerning our commission from the peopie 
to do this work, and there is no doubt that we 
have received their trust and confidence on the 
faith of our promises. In these circumstances 
there is no sign of Jacksonian determination and 
persistency io faltering or hesitating in the cause 
we have undertaken. if we accepted the trust and 
confidence of the people with _ other desi 
than to respond fuliy to them, we have been dis- 
honored from the beginning. If we accepted them 
in good faith, disgrace and humiliation await us 
if we relax our efforts betore the promised 
end is reached. 

At New Orleans General Jackson attacked the 
enemy as soon as they landed and fought against 
their making the leaslacdvance. Itnever occur 
to him that if he yielded to them a foot of ground 
or give them a moment’s rest his opportunity to 
defeat them would be promoted. 

We who are proud to call ourselves Jacksonian 
democrats, have boldly and aggressively attacked 
& political heresy, opposed to the best interests of 
the people and defended by an arrogant and un- 
scrupulous party. The fight is stillon. Who has 
the hardihvod to say that we can lay claim to the 
least Jacksonian spirit if in the strucgle we turn 
our backs to the enemy or lower in the least our 
colors? 

President Jackson believed the United States 
bank was an institution dangerous to the liberties 
and prosperity of the people. Once convinced of 
this, his determination to — it closely fol- 
lowed. He early began the attack, utterly regard- 
less of any considerations of Volitical expediency 
or personal advancement except as they grew out 
of his faith in the people, and giving no fa in 
his calculations for any estimate of the difficulty 
of the undertaking. From the time the first blow 
was struck until the contest ended in his com- 

lete triumph, he allowed nothing to divert him 

rom his purpose, and permitted no other issue to 
divide his energy or to be substituted for that on 
which he was intent. 

The democratic party of today, which conjures 
with the name of Jackson, has also attacked a 
monstrous evil, intrenched behind a perversion of 
ewe pe nag power and guarded by its selfish 

neficlaries. On behalf of those among our 
people long neglected, we have insisted on tariff 
reform and an abandonment of unjust favoritism. 
We have thus adopted anissue great enough to 
deserve the undivided efforts of our party, in- 
volving considerations which we profess to be- 
lieve lfa.at the foundation of the justice and fair- 
ness of p lar rule. 


Mr. Springer Speaks. 
Speaking on ‘‘The Issues of the Day,’’ Mr. 


Springer said: 
l can state, without any fear of successful con- 
ction, that there is not the slightest prob- 
ming a iaw during 
this congress, nor is it likely that any amendinent 
of the existing law will be made. If any 
measure: on this subject is passed it 
will be one which democrats—north, south, 
east and west—can, and will, cordially 
support. It is possible that some such measure, 
acceptable to democrats generally, may be agreed 
upon and become a law during this session of 
congress, , 

In reference to public expenditures, the demo- 
cratic house of representatives of this congress 
may be relied upon for a record of rigid economy. 
This will not be another billion-dollar congress. 
A reduction of between a and a hundred mill- 
ions a year by the present house of representa- 
tives may be confidently expected as compared 
with the appropriations of the previous congress. 
One of the issues which should enter largely into 
the campaign next fall will bea demand for the 
repeal or reduction of a, of the existing per- 
manent appropriations. This congress can do 
nothing in the matter of revising the tariff. A 
bill for a general revision of the tariff would have 
no chance whatever of success in the senate, and 
would only amount to a declaration of principles, 
and to the making ofa platform for the national 
convention in the ensuing presidential canipaign. 

I prefer to leave the question of platform to the 
national convention. It does not follow, how- 
ever, that nothing can be done on the subject of 
tariff legislation. Many of the provisions of the 
McKinley bill are so outrageous and oppressive 
as to demand immediate repeal or modification. 
Separate bills for this purpose should be reported 
tothe house of representatives and passed 
through that body at the earliest moment possi- 
ble. These bills should have for their object the 
enlargement of the free list, andthe securing of 
chenper raw material. 

Ameasure of most importance is one placing 
wool on the free list and repeaiing what are known 
as compensatory duties upon wovlen goods. By 
introduction of the passage through the 
house by a series of bills attacking the most ob- 
jectionable parts of the McKinley bill, we may 
reasonably expect that some of those measures, 
at least, will receive the favor of the senate and 
the president, but in the event they should 
fail te effort made to secure their a= will 
call the attention of the country to the necessity 
of such measures, and will furnish an issue before 
the people in the ensuing presidential cainpaign— 
easy of comprehension, direct in its attack and 
most effective fer good results. 

Of one thing the country may be assured—that 
no step backward in the cause of genuine tariff 
reform will be taken by the democrattic members of 
the present house of representatives.

A HBNDRED KILLED 


And Many More Injured So That They 
Will Die—Explosion in a Mine. 


McA.uister, I. T., January 8.—A report 
has reached here from Shaft No. 5 of the 
Osage Coal and Mining Company at Krebs 
thata terrible explosion occurred there at 5 
o’clock last evening, by the effects of which 
two hundred lives will probably be lost. 

It was just before the day shift changed off 
and came out of the mine for supper, when a 
puff of smoke was seen to escaps from the 
mouth of a single shaft tothe mine, and im- 
mediately following this there was heard a 
terrific report, followed by a rumbDiing as if of 
rolling. thunder. The men atthe top of the 
shaft at once sounded thealarm and made 
preparations to send downa rescuing party, 
but found that the mouth of the shaft had 
been completely closed up by thé debris. 

When the messenger left, nothing had been 
done towards getting the men out except to 
organize a relief party, which was to begin at 
once on the debris. There are between one 
hundred and eighty anil two hundred men 
entombed in the mine, and it is believed that 
every one will lose his life, for the shaft is a 
single one, with no means for air to get to the 
eutombed men. 

It was impossible to get any farther particu- 
lars from the seat of the troubie last night. 

Taking Out the Dead. 
Kansas City, Mo., January 8.—Confirma- 


tion has been received of the explosion at, 


Krebs, I. T., near McAllister last night. 
Over two hundred men were killed and a 
large number fatally injured. The bodies 
have already been taken out of the shaft. One 


‘ 
' 
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man escaped from a shaft 500 feet deep, by 
working from bracket to bracket and was 
saved. Thousands of anxious wives and 
mothers are eagerly watching each cage as it 
comes to the surface hoping to see their loved 
ones, only to turn away disappointed. The 
explosion was caused by fringa shot when 
gas was in the mine. 
The Dead Koll Reduced. 

Twenty-four hours have elapsed since the 
terrible fatal explosion in Osage mine at 
Krebs, but it is still impossible to even esti- 
mate the number of victims. The number 
who came up alive after the explosion is still 
undetermined and can be determined only by 
a house-to-house canvass, which is now being 
made as rapidly as possible. 

From facts now at hand, it is believed that 
the killed will number fully 100; the injured 
115, about one-half of whom will probably die 
from the effects of their injuries. At the hour 
of the explosion—5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon—there were, as near ascan he learned, 
about four hundred men inthe mine. They 
were the yas shift, and were just preparing 
to ascend when che explosion took place Six 
men, who had already been hoisted in the 
cage, had just rh on to the platform at the 
side of the shaft. The cage was blown through 
the roof of the tower and fifty feet in the air. 

A tongue of flame shot up. the shaft and 
above the ground fully 100 feet, which was 
followed by a terrible report, which was heard 
for miles around, and shook all the neighbor- 
ing country so violently that the people in the 
surrounding mining towns four and five miles 
distant thought an earthquake was rocking the 
ground. The wenal y above ground were 
pone by the force of the explesion, but 

id not receive severe injuries. 
Harrowing Scenes. 

The scenes about the mouth of the shaft,im- 
mediately following, were fearful in the ex- 
treme. Weeping wives, mothers and sisters 
flocked tothe scene from the village, at the 
sound of the explosion, with faces blanched 
with dread, and many of them hysterical to 
the point of insanity. 

The air-shaft, the only means of escape for 
the entombed miners, was the point where the 
wives and relatives of the miners congregated. 
Many ofthe miners were abie to make their 
way out of the tomb, and they were welcomed 
at the surface by their waiting friends. 

One man with a broken leg climbed all the 
distance of 100 feet through the air-shaft, and 
fell unconscious as he reached the surface. 
Others who were terribly burned labored pain- 
fully up the ladder, strips of flesh falling from 
their hands and arins as they grasped the lad- 
der rungs. Itis believed that fully one-half 
of the entombed miners escaped by the air- 
shaft. Many of them, however, received 
mortal injuries, and although none of them 
are known to have died at this hour (5 o’clock 

- m.), it is believed that in some cases death 
not far distant. 


FUNERAL OF THE KHEDIVE.

Carro, January 8.—The funeral of the khedive 
took place this afternoon. The route of the 
procession from Helonan palace, where he died, 
to the abiding palace, where the ceremonies 
were held, was lined by 200,000 persons.

The trouble arose from convict 
labor supplanting free labor at Briceville, and 
now the penitentiary lessees have reached an 
agreement with the free miners. The only 
concession by the lessees is that convict labor 
shall never be returned to Briceville. On 
their part the miners agree to not interfere 
with convicts now at Coal Creek and also to 
allow the peaceable return of the convicts to 
Oliver Springs. It has been said all along 
that there would be trouble if an attempt was 
made to return the men to Briceville. The 
agreement will be signed, it is understood, to- 
morrow, and the troops and extra guards with- 
drawn.

Dun & Co. Say the Outlook Is Very 
Favorable, 


But It Is Always So Just After tho 
Holidays. 


SOME DEPRESSION AT THE SOUTH 


Caused by the Extreme Low Price of Cot- 
ton and Slow Collections—Com para- 
tive List of Failures. 


New York, January 8.—Business failures 
occurring throughout the country during eight 
days since December 3lst, reported to R. G. 
Dunn & Co., number for the Uni'ed States, 
395; Canada, 42; total, 435, against 329 last 
week. The first week of the new year has 
been marked bv some striking events. There 
has been an important decline in the prices of 
wheat and cotton, which have been held of 
late a little too high for foreign estimates of 
value, so that exports were somewhat checked. 
The decline will bring out larger orders fo: 
export. 

The Stock Market. ¢ 

In the stock market also there was the be- 
ginning of a reaction, London having sold 
American securities freely for several days. 
For a time the speculative public took all that 
was offered, apparently believing higher 
prices certain to come, but presently there 
began a natural reaction from the great ad- 
vance of the past three weeks. These changes 
do not threaten, but promise to help the legit- 
imate business of the country, which over- 
confident speculation at this time might have 
embarrassed. 

Fluctuations in Prices. 


Wheat has dropped sharply—3} cents for the 
week on sales of only 15,000,000 bushels. Oats 
also dropped 23 cents, but corn rose an eighth, 
the large exports actually exceeding those of 
wheat for three days of the week, sustaining 
the price. 

Pork products scarcely changed; oil rose 23 
cents, and coffee a quarter. Cotton has 
dropped to the lowest price since early in 1849, 
viz., 7.44 cents for middling upiands. Re- 
ceipts at the south continue greater than last 
year, and, though exports are also greater, the 
stock accumulated and largely carried by 
banks at various points has a depressing influ- 
ence. This affects trade throughout the south, 
but the demand for sugar and rice is strong 
and active, with slightly better prices. 

. Fair for the Season. 

Trade in other parts of the country is fair for 
the season, the New Year’s quiet not having 
entirely passed. 

At Philadelphia liberal orders are noted for 
spring materials, and, while trade in other 
branches is now very light, the prospect is con- 
sidered good. 

Baltimore reports a healthy money market. 

At Pittsburg the outlook seems better. Pi 
iron is stronger, and finished iron is in g 
demand. 

Collections throvshout the northwest are 
very fair, though slow at most southern 
points. 

Great industries report no important changa, 
though in iron a large business is being done, 
andthe tone is improved. Some improve- 
ment is seen in bar and plates and fair busi- 
ness in structural iron. 

The money market has been well supplied 
at this point, and other markets throughout 
the north are easier. The treasury has been 
disbursing freely during the week, and while 
the sales of stock on foreign account have 
lifted the rates of foreign exchange half a 
cent, the swelling exports appear to insure 
further imports of gold. 

Prospects Favorable. 

In brief, the business prospects of the coun- 
try are remarkably favorabie for the beginning 
of the new year, excepting at the south, and 
while the depression in that section may con- 
siderably affect some trades and branches of 
manufacture, the uplifting influence of the 
large northern crops and of the unprecedented 
foreign demand for northern products give 
substantial ground for the great confidence 
which prevails.

New YORK, Janpary 8.—The World’s cottor 
article says: Liverpool has been better today 
than was expected, and on this market has rallicd 
from the depression of yesterday, with opening 
prices showing an advance of four to five points.

FOUR NECKS BROKEN. 


A Double Hanging Takes Place at 
Sunrise in Morgan, 


TR ORDER TO PREVENT A RIOT. 


Allen Bray Declared That He Killed | 


Mrs. Prather Because Conjured to 
Do 80 by Two Women. 


Aupany, Ga., January 8,—[Special. ]—Sol 
Rowell and Bob Richardson, two of the riot- 
ers concerned in the riot at Morgan, Calhoun 
county, on the 28th of January, 1890, paid 
the penalty of their crime this morning at 
sunrise, the execution taking place in private 
within the jail yard at Morgan, on the same 


gallows. 

Richardson’s neck was broken by the fall, 
but Rowell was strangled to death. 

Yesterday the sheriff came to this city 
with one deputy, and took the prisoners to 
Leary, where a guard of six additional men, 
armed with Winchesters, met them and es- 
corted them to the county seat. 

A March Stolen on the People. 

The hanging was done at sunrise, in order 

to prevent another riot, which was appre 


hended. 

Notwithstanding the execution was pri- 
vate, a crowd of one thousand or fifteen 
hundred people came to Morgan, and great 
was their disappointment when told the 
hanging, which they had traveled in the 
vain hope to see, had taken place before their 
arrival, and that the bodies of the dead 


negroes had been buried. 
Richardson died professing his innocence, 


but Rowell had nothing.to say either as to 
his guilt.or innocence, and both, of course, 


were going straight to heaven. 

The day passed off without further inci- 
dent, much tothe relief of those who have 
apprehended an outbreak on the part of the 


negroes. Be 
BRAY PAYS THE PENALTY 


Of Murder by a Just and Deserved Death on 
the Gallows. 

LaGranar, Ga., January 8.—[Special.]— 
Allen Bray was hanged here today. At the 
November term of Troup superior court Allen 
Bray was tried and convicted of the offense of 
murdering Mrs. Mary Prather, without recom- 
mendation to mercy, and was accordingly sen- 
tenced to be hanged publicly on Friday, the 
Sth day of January, 1892. The full details of 
the horrible crime have been given by THE 
CONSTITUTION some time since. 

The Day of Doom. 

This morning by sunrise the negroes began 
pouring into the city from all points of the 
compass, and by 10 o’clock the streets were 
lined and packed by such a crowd as was never 
seen here before on any occasion. 

By the kindness of Sheriff Henderson, your 
correspondent was allowed an entrance into 
the jail while Bray was being clothed for the 
gallows. 

The first words spoken by the prisoner were 
‘to meet him in heaven;’’ said he “had his 
business all wound up above,” and 
that he “had. forgiven the women 
who got him into this trouble, and was 
praying for them.”’ 

He also stated that ‘‘Mrs. Prather had al- 
ways taught him religion and he had always 
enjoyed it until the two women stopped him 
by the wayside.’”’ Just before leaving the 
jail, Rev. Cesar Page conducted a short ser- 
vice, having repeated the third chapter of 
John without the assistance of a Bible, after 
which communion was observed. 

The Rope Around His Neck. 

When the rope was tied around Bray’s neck he 
never quivered, but left the jail for the death- 
trap which awaited him singing and bidding 
all to meet him in the world above. 

About the jail gate were stationed the Troup 
Hussars and the Light Guards, who escorted 
the prisoner to the gallows. 

When in sight of the gallows, Captain 
Henderson pointed them out to Bray, the jatter 
stating that it was all right, he was ready and 
anxious to get on them and let the world know 
how he felt. 

He Was Composed. 

The crowd which surrounded’ the gallows 
was estimated at from eight to ten thousand. 
After another song and prayer, in which fully 
5,000 negroes joined, Bray took his stand, and 
without deviating a single iota from his first 
confession, told the entire story from begin- 
ning to end, stating most emphatically that the 
two women, Winnie Gates and Francis Thrash, 
not only assisted him, but had him so under 
their control, by ‘‘conjure,”’ that he couldn’t 
help committing. the crime. After bidding 
the crowd goodby, and giving some direction 
as to what he wanted done with his children, 
the biack cap was adjusted, then in almost 
the twinkling of an eye, Sheriff Henderson 
had snapped the cord that sent Allen Bray’s 
remains into an endless eternity. He stepped 
on the trapdoor with a steady nerve, his pulse 
at the time being only 94. 

A Fall of Six Feet. 

His body fell about six feet, breaking his 
neck instantly, and in just seven and a 
half minutes Dr. Allen said his 
pulse had ceased to beat. In 
nine minutes, he was declared to be dead by 
several physicians, and his remains were 
turned over to relatives for interment. 

The two women who were implicated in the 
trouble have gone into another county, but it 
isnow thought that the people will not be 
satisfied until they have shared a like fate. 
Just what the future has in store for the two 
women, it is impossible now to tell.

AFRAID OF LYNCHING. 


Robert Lemox Commits Suicide in Albany 
Jail. 

ALBANY, Ga., January 8.—[Special.]—Rob- 
ert Lemox, a white man who was wanted in 
Clay county on a charge of assault with intent 
to murder, was arrested in this city last 
Wednesday, placed in jail and the sheriff of 
Clay county was notified. 

When Deputy Sheriff Godwin visited 
Lemox in his cell yesterday afternoon, the 
latter made inquiries concerning the coming 
of the Clay county sheriff, and was told that 
the officer would arrive today. Lemox said 
nothing to this, but this morning, when the 
deputy sheriff entered his cell to give him his 
breakfast, the prisoner was found dead on his 
pallet with anawful gash in his neck, two 
small gashes in his arm and one in his thigh. 
The body was covered with blood and great 
clots of the same substance lay upon the pal- 
let and floor. 

The dead man lay upon his back in quite a 
natural position, with his hands folded across 
his breast, while in easy reach lay the keen- 
bladed knife with which he had committed 
the ghastly deed. Lemox was a brother of 
the man Lemox who was hanged in Mitchell 
county last year for the murder of his wife, 
and was accounted himself avery desperate 
man, 3 
Many years ago he killed a man in this city 
by the name of Grittison, and since then his 
career has been aseriesof difficulties, which 
made him dreaded to such an extent that his 
death will cause little regret among his asso- 
ciates.

A New Schedule on the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern, 


BRINGING TRAINS VERY NEAR ATLANTA, 


The Outlook for the New Road—What 
Will Its Southwestern Connections 
Be P—Some Probabilities, 


Tomorrow trains on the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern railroad will ‘ran to Lawrence- 
ville, just about twenty-five miles from At- 
lanta. 

This new schedule has been orderd by the 
authorities to take effect, and the operating 
department is following close on the heels of 
the construction men. As fast as the roadbed 
is crowned with rail and tie, the operative 
management gives orders for trains to run to 
the very end of the rails. 

This company means business. 

Until now the trains on this road only ran as 
far as Athens, but tomorrow they will pass 
the following stations between Athens and 
Lawrenceville: Electric, McElroy, Glover, 
Stathams, Jug Tavern, Auburn and Freeman. 
Lawrenceville is 237 miles from Monroe. 

As this new road comes down upon Atlanta 
so rapidly, it is of especial interest just now to 
know what the company intends to do when it 
runs into the city; what its entire system is; 
what is its outlook, and what its connections 
are apt to be. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern Rail- 
road Company is no small concern in the 
southern railway world. It is a chief branch 
of a great system of railways—the Seaboard 
Air-Line, whose president is John R. Robin- 
son, of Baltimore. 

The new road will give Atlanta direct con- 
nections with the metropolitan cities of the 
northeast by several routes. The company 
will make speedy connections with the Penn- 
sylvania lines at Washington for New York, 
asthe Richmond and Danville does. They 
claim thatthey have about sixteen miles the 
advantage of their rival, the Richmond and 
Danville, from Atlanta to Washington. 

As to the southwestern outlet of the Sea- 
board Air-Line company, nothing definite is 
yet known. Ofcourse when they land here 
in Atlanta they are confronted with their 
enemy, the Richmond and Danville, more 
frightfully than anywhere else in the south 
Atlantic states, but they will not stop here, 
certainly not. 

It is told by those in a position to know that 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern will find 
its outlet to New Orleans by way of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville’s lines. his would give 
the Seaboard Air-line compafy.a connection 
here with the Atlanta and West Point to 
Montgomery, and thence by way of the Lonis- 
ville and Nashville’s line to New Orleans, 
which route, it is claimed, will give them ad- 
vantages over the Richmond and Danville 
leading to the Crescent City by way of the 
Georgia Pacitic to Birmingham and: Meridian. 
Some railroad men, however, figure these 
distances to New Orleans to be identically the 
same to the mile post. 

It is true that this connection to New Or. 
leans for the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
is not yet a certainty, but it is something more 
than probable that such negotiations wilh be 
safely arranged. 

At Norfolk the Seaboard Air-Line connects 
with the Old Dominion steamship hne for 
New York, owning a good portion of the stock 
of this splendid iine of vessels.

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HELP THE HOMELESS, 


A Relief Fund Sorely Needed at Fayette- 
j ville, 


A MigTING AT JONESBORO TODAY, 


Mr. Blalock Describes the Desolation and 
Suffering—Mr. J. W. Graham Asks 
Aid for the Town. 


Fayetteville isin sore need of help. Mr. 
J. W. Graham, accompanied by Mr. E. M. 
Blalock, of Jonesboro, called at THz ConstI- 
TUTION office yesterday afternoon to say that 
there are fifty or sixty peoplein Fayetteville 
without home, food or fuel. Before the storm 
they were most of them living in comparativé 
comfort. Ina .moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, they were made penniless. Their 
homes and everything they had were de- 
stroyed, and their bedding and other belong- 
ings scattered to the four winds. They are 
dependant upon a handful of neighbors for 
existence, and the remnant of the town is 
not able to bear the burden many days. 

“IT went over two days from Jonesboro,”’ 
said Mr. Blalock, “and I never saw such deso- 
lation and such suffering. I never saw people 
in such acondition. It is something appall- 
ing to contemplate. Here is Mr. Graham, who 
had a comfortable home worth, I should say, 
$5,000. In aninstantit was wiped out and 
one of his children was killed. He was hurt, 
and most of his family are more or less in- 
jured.”’ 

Mr. Graham had one‘arm in a sling, and his 
face showed the effects of the terrible ordeal 
through which he had passed. 

‘*T do not call myself one of the worst suffer- 
ers,”’ said he. ‘It is true my child was killed 
and my house was blown away, with every- 
thing I nad, but there are others in deeper dis- 
tress, who have been afflicted also and have no 
homes and not even a change of undercloth- 
ing, no bedding, no fuel and nothing to eat. 

‘*T was sitting at the fire with my family 
and my father-in-law. There were twelve of 
us together when the storm struck the house. 
When it passed we found bricks all over the 
floor and we were on top of them, with the 
exception of one—my little nine-year-old 
daughters was under the bricks, dead. We 
don’t know how it happened that we were not 
all killed. No one could look at the scene and 
believe a man could have escaped death in 
there. How it was that we were on top of 
the bricks we don’t know. They must have 
fallen like a sbower on the floor when they 
buried our little girl Howit was that we 
were spared and she was taken I can’t under- 
stand. It stands there as an evidence of the 


power of God.”’ 


Mr. Graham was much affected as he told 
the Story and it would have moved a heart of 
stone to hear him. 

‘*You cannot imagine the desolation until you 
see it,’ said Mr. Blalock. “‘Fora half mile 
in‘the track of the storm you walk on splinters. 
Your foot does not touch the ground. Mr. 
Graham’s house was the first one struck and 
the next was that of a widow lady, Mrs. 
Henderson, whose daughter, Mrs. Travis, had 
a child twodays old. Mr. Travis went to the 
window to raise it, and as his wife said, the 
storm sucked him out the window and he was 
seen no more until he was found dead two 
hours afterward several hundred yards from 
the house. That familyis in great distress. 
There is more suffering in Fayetteville than I 
ever saw, and it all came before you 
could shut your eye. People in other 
parts of the town stood off and saw 
tbe storm pass through like atrain, It came 
like acannon bal!, spreading death and de- 
struction as it went. 

‘Tam going to Jonesboro tomorrow to calla 
meeting and get contributions for the sufferers. 
It seems to me that it would be a good thing 
for the towns ali over Georgia to do the same. 
There pever was a time when it-was more 
needed. The people of Favetteville 
need everything a peopie can need. 
The things most necessary are money, provis- 
ions and clothing. Money will furnish all 
these. There were thirty houses blown away, 
and families lived in twelve of them. At 
least fifty or sixty people are homeless and 
penniless, without food or fuel. 

‘“*A considerable fund—say $10,000—must be 
raised to relieve their immediate wants, 
and then something ought to be done to 
help the people up and put them on their 
feet again. Though their homes are destroyed 
the land is there, and if money couldebe 
loaned them on long time with little or no in- 
terest they would pay it back in installments 
aiterawhile. They are all good, honest people 
and they would repay the money lent them as 
soon as they could earn it. 

“But first, and at once, there will have to 
be a fund contributed to relieve the present 
distress. The suffering will be extreme if this 
is not done.’’

What Each County Must Give to the 
World’s Fair 


TO RAISE GEORGIA’S HUNQRED THOUSAND 


Dr. Hopkins Appointed Chairman of the 
Educational Committee—Cheap Teleg- — 
raphy—A Reward Offered, 


Governor Northen yesterday appointed Dr. 
Hopkins, president of the Technological 
school, to the chairmanship of the committee 
on education at the world’s fair for Georgia. 

The governor says that Georgia’s educational 
interests must be represented along with all 
her other advantages. A state committee on 
education will, therefore, be appointed to co- 
operate with Dr. Hopkins, and arrangements 
have already been projected to have interest- 
ing displays at Chicago from the State uni- 
versity, the Technological school, the Girls’ 
Normal and Industrial school, and many of 
the city and public schools. - 

The committee to raise the $100,000 for 
Georgia’s exhibit, of which the governor is 
chairman, makes report that each county will 
be assessed ten cents per capita. 

These assessments will be collected through 
the country boards, the operative methods of 
which were outlined in THK CONSTITUTION 
several days ago. The work of collecting will 
begin in a few days. and the funds as they are 
gathered iu by the county boards will be for- 
warded to Secretary W. W. Collins, of Ma- 
con. 

It begins to look more than ever like Geor- 
gia is to be represented at the world’s fair. 

A Reward for a Murderer. 

Governor Northen yesterday offered a re- 
ward of $300 for the capture of the murderer 
of Mr. and Mrs J. M. Barrett, who were most 
foully killed recently near Atlanta. If there 
should be more than one murderer, a reward 
of $200 each is offered for their capture. 

Cheaper Telegraphy. 

The state railroad commission now has 
power to handle telegraphic companies as well 
as railroads. Yesterday the following order 
was issued: 

W here messages are received for the public,they 
shall not be discontinued without first obtaining 
the consent of the commission, the reasons there- 
for to be set forth ina petition. This rule goes 
into effect at once. 

Telegraph companies shall not charge or collect 
more than 25 cents for any message of ten words 
or less, exclusive of date and address, between 
any points in the limits of the state, or more than 
2 cents for each additional word in a day message, 
or 1 cent on one additional word inanight mes- 
rage, and no additional charge shall be made for 
repeating the message. This ruleis to go into 
effect February 1st.

Congressman Livingston’s. Resolution. 

In our dispatches yesterday the announce- 
ment was made that Congressman Living- 
ston, of Georgia, had introduced a resolution 
in the house for the purpose of getting at 
nll the facts—especially the bottom facts— 
that have a bearing on the financial situa- 
tion. The statements and reports issued 
from time to time from the treasury depart- 
ment are, as everybody knows, the results 
of political bookkeeping. ‘They are pre- 
pared, or ‘‘cooked,’’ to fit any emergency. 
If it is necessary to prove to the people that 
there has been an increase in the currency, 
or an increase in the circulation, the polit- 
ical bookkeepers, employed for the purpose, 
are prepared to show it. They are prepared, 
too, to show anything that it may be tempo- 
rarily necessary to show in order to benefit 
the party. 

The investigation proposed by Congress- 
man Livingston is highly necessary, and his 
resolution is timely. It is an investigation 
that can best be undertaken by the demo- 
crats, and the result of it will give the peo- 
ple information on a subject of the most 
There ought to be no 
democratic opposition to Colonel Living- 
ston’s resolution, and doubtless there will 
be none. The people want to know how 
much currency is in circulation, and how 
much is locked up in the -treasury and in 
the banks. There is nothing more de- 
ceptive than the statements which are put 
forth from time to time by the republican 
financiers. An increase of currency does 
not mean an increase of circulation. 

When one section of the country has more 
money than it wants, and another section 
cannot get enough to transact ordinary busi- 
ness, there must be something wrong with 
the system, and the exposition of the whole 
business that will follow the investigation 
provided for by Congressman Livingston’s 
resolution will give the people an idea of 
the nature and cause of the trouble. 

His resolution is intended to get at the 
amount of outstanding national bank notes 
and the amount based on government bonds 
and government currency, and the investi- 
gation will get at the status and true in- 
wardness of the national bank system, the 
amount of United States bonds held by 
national banks as a basis of circulation, and 
the reason why they are not used for that 
purpose, together with the amount of con- 
traction in the volume of national bank cur- 
rency. The investigation is also intende 
to show the amount of contraction in every 
species of currency that has been used as a 
part of the circulating medium since 1865; 
the amount of currency now in the United 
States, its kind and where located, and how 
distributed by states, 

The result of this investigation will be of 
undoubted value, for it will show beyond a 
doubt the power of the banks to contract 
the currency at will.

Democrats and Their Obligations. 

A special from Columbia, in yesterday’s 
CONSTITUTION, stated that the Seuth Caro- 
lina state democratic executive committee 
had adopted a resolution requiring all demo- 
cratic voters in the primaries to take an 
cath to support the nominees. 

The explanation given is that certain dem- 
ocrats two years ago refused to stand by the 
action of the primaries, and ran Judge 
Haskell for governor against Tillman. This 
ciass of democrats will be debarred from 
voting in the coming primaries, as Tillman 
will be a candidate for re-election. 

It is a very unpleasant state of effairs 
when the democracy of South Carolina find 
it necessary to resort to such an ironclad 
rule. When democrats participate in a dem- 
ocratic primary they are bound by every 
consideration of honor and principle to abide 
by the result. If they go in to nominate or 
to defeat certain men, with the secret de- 
termination not to stand by the nomination 
if it disappoints them, they are not genuine 
democrats, but are guilty of the basest and 
most dangerous arty treachery. 

The idea of an oath-bound democracy has 
never been suggested in Georgia. It is an 
unwritten but a generally accepted law with 
us that democratic primaries are for demo- 
crats only, and that the voters who volun- 
tarily take part in them are bound by the 
result, If they refuse to support the nomi- 
nee or oppose him witli another candidate, 
after the party has taken action in the prem- 
ises, they may be called independents, or 
something else, but they are not classified as 
democrats. 

Our brethren in South Carolina should 
stick to the good old principles and methods 
of democracy. We have never departed 
from them here in Georgia, and our straight- 
forward course has been our political salva- 
tion. True democrats believe that the 
majority should rule in their primaries and 
conventions. Honor should be a sufficient 
obligation, without an oath. Our demo- 
cratic alliancemen have never kicked and 
fought the party nominees when they hap- 
pened to be outside of their order. And our 
democrats who are not inthe alliance have 

been equally true to the nominees when 
they were democratic alliancemen. This is 
as itshould be. It renders a third party 
unnecessary, keeps all good democrats to- 
gether, and insures their success at the polls, 

South Carolina should furnish a better 


example than the present situation promises, | 


Her history and her existing conditions 
make a solid and harmonious democracy 
more necessary to her welfare than ever 
before. It is no time for factional quarrels. 
All true democrats must get together and 
pull together. 


Help for Fayetteville. 
Fayetteville is in sackcloth and ashes! 
There are sixty people there who have 

neither home, money nor provisions. In 
the bitter cold of the last few nights 
they have had neither fuel, food nor shel- 
ter, except what a few neighbors could 
furnish. The little remnant of the vil- 
lage has a burden which it cannot bear. 
The few whose property was spared by 
the storm will not be able to eke out 
their little store many days, with the 
bigger half of the village on their hands. 

In the midst of all this desolation there 
is hardly a house without a mourner! 
The angel of death has laid a heavy 
hand upon that little hamlet, and the 
heartaches are more grievous than the 
pangs of hunger and the biting breath 
of winter. It has been said that God 
tempers the wind to the shorn lamb, 
but the sufferings of the homeless and 
bereaved people of Fayetteville have been 
made more distressing by the bitter cold. 
In some cases the merciless storm car- 
ried away the sheltering roof, scattered 
bedding to the four winds and _ wiped 
out the chimney corner at the very in- 
stant when the family was gathered about 
the hearthstone. People enjoying a hard- 
earned competency became penniless and 
homeless in the twinkling of an eye. 
This is enough to grieve a stout heart 
and bend a proud spirit. The people of 
Fayetteville are crushed, bruised, bleed- 
ing, broken-hearted! They sit in deso- 
fation, mourning their dead, with starva- 
tion staring them in the face, They 
need help and ‘comfort. 

They are Georgians! Bone of our bone 
and flesh of our flesh! Some of them 
have fought for their state and staked 
their lives on her independence. Will 
Georgians let them suffer so? Never has 
such distress failed to evoke prompt and 
generous aid. The help should come 
quickly. The suffering will be extreme 
if relief is not speedily forthcoming. 
What is needed now is a contribution 
for immediate necessities, and then a 
helping hand to put the people on their 
fect There is not a town in Georgia to 
which the good people of Fayetteville 
would not have given of their frugal 
store in a similar emergency. Is there 
a town in Georgia that will not he!p 
Fayetteville? 

For these people, in their distress, we 
ask that prompt and generous aid which 
is always given in such cases, Contribu- 
tions may be forwarded by the city 
officials direct to Fayetteville, or they 
may be sent through Tue Constrrv- 
TION. The quickest way to secure relief 
would be to have town meetings, take 
the contributions on the spot and for- 
ward them at once.

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Times Have Changed. 


The career of Garza on the Mexican bor- 
der shows hdw times have changed in the 
course of a generation. 

Before the war it was an easy matter for 
an adventurer to organize a formidable ex- 
pedition against Mexico, Central America or 
Cuba, General Lopez recruited a small 
army in the United States and landed in 
Cuba, where he and the gallant Crittenden 
were executed by the Spaniards. General 
William Walker went through our southern 
cities and collected enough men to turn the 
scale of a revolutiog in Costa Rica and elect 
him president. Later, Walker organized 
another force in the United States and in- 
vaded Nicaragua, where, after many ups 
and downs, he was captured and shot. Then, 
look at the forays without number into Mex- 
ican territory, from the time when Texas 
was a part of it, down to the comparatively 
recent period when Diaz recruited his men 
in Texas and crossed, the river to become 
president! 

But we liveina different age. We talk 
about our numerous tramps and desperate 
men, but Garza has his headquarters for 
weeks on the Rio Grande without any rush 
of recruits from this class, Thirty or forty 
years ago they would have flocked to his 
standard, and a revolution would have been 
a certainty. 


It may be that we are no better than we 
were a generation ago, but we have more 
respect for the rights of neighboring coun- 
tries. Our tramps and adventurers are not 
spoiling for a fight. What they want is a 
job ora free lunch. The man who goes 
among them with a proposition to starta 
row in Mexico, Central America or Cuba 
will find no followers. We are not ready to 
make a hero of a man who takes it into his 
head that he was cut out for a dictator, and 
starts a little war of his own. 

We want to trade with our neighbors in- 
stead of fighting them, and there is no room 
on our soil for filibusters and revoiution- 
ists, Such foolishness injures commerce, 
and the offenders will be hunted down and 
punished. How very different from the old 
days when we made such a fuss over Lopez, 
Crittenden and Walker!

MAKES A BIG KICK 


About the Central Railroad Voting to Kill 
Its Own Business. 

Eprrorn CONSTITUTION: As one interested not 
only inthe material development of Georgia’s 
great seaport—Savannah—but as a moderate 
stockholder in the Central railroad, I was amazed 
at the announcement that at the last meeting of 
the traffic managers of southern railroads the 
Central railroad was voted against itself and 
against the interests of the city of Savannah for 
the benefit of the Richmond and Danville and to 
the advantage of Virginia ports—West Point and 
Norfolk. 

Itis about twice as farfrom Atlanta to West 
Point as itis from Atlanta to Savannah. From 
Atlanta to Savannah the cotton rate has been 45 
cents a hundred, and from Atlanta to Norfolk and 


West Point, 56 cents abhundred. This season the 
| rate was reduced 2 cents for each, making 43 and | 


54. But when the Richmond and Danville ob- 
tained control of the Central it seems tbat it at 
once became its purpose to injure 

the advantage of Norfolk and West Point. 
once inaugurated a plan by which the great hauls 
in cotton over the Central railroad to Savannah 
was to be turned northward to the Vieg‘nia ports, 
and the Richmond and Danville sought to have 
the differential reduced 6 cents &@ hundred, or 30 
cents a bale, between Atlanta and Norfolk. The 
matter got into a conference with the traflic man- 
agers of the other roads, and, after a full discus- 
sion of the question, its request for & reduction 
was refused, outsiders having more regard for 
the Central than its vote showed it had for itself. 

But how did the Central railroad vote in the 
matter? Did it vote to protect Savannah, OF for 
its own interest, or for the interest of the state 
of Georgia? Or did it vote to injure itself and 
to deliberately give up its business and to turn it 
over to the Richmond and Danville? 

The record speaks, and by it is shown that 
Traftic Manager Sol Haas, of the Richmond and 
Danville, and likewise of the Central railroad, 
cast his vote in favor of taking away the business 
of the Central railroad and cutting down the 
cotton business of Savannah and turning it over to 
other railroads and other ports outside of Georgia 

Fortunate itis that the arbitration committee 
decided that the differential between the two 
points should remain at 11 cents, instead of being 
reduced to 6, which would have been @ disastrous 
blow to the city of Savannah and to the Central 
railroad, even though its traffic manager voted to 
thus injure it. 

In pa name, what are we coming to? What 
protection have we? What rights have the peo- 
ple? What safety is there for the Central rail- 
road and for the people of Georgia? When we see 
the startling spectacle of a great railroad 
casting its vote to injure itself and 
to injure the great seaport city which 
is its southern’ terminus, and in the 
material prosperity of which all Georgia is vitally 
interested, should we not naturally inquire—‘‘why 
is this thing 80?” 

Would it not be well for the people to think 
about this matter lest the dangerous results of a 
few more votes like this might deliver our rail- 
roads and our people, lock, stock and barrel, to 
Wall street, or to some other quarter where the 
voice of our people will be drowned and the rights 
of our property holders will not be protected?

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 8.—The stock market today 
was very active and feverish throughout, but while 
the amount of business done falls short of that of yes- 
terday there was no lessinterestin the transactions 
which were if anything more significant on the 
whole. Regularity in the movement continued to be 
the feature of trading until the close, and while New 
England, Rock Island, Manhattan, Louisville, New Al- 
bany and Chicago and Northern Pacific preferred, 
with some of the low-priced specialties, were spe- 
cially strong, Missouri Pacific, Union Pacific, Dis- 
tillers and Atchison were weak points. The general 
list, however, was asarule quiet and moved within 
comparatively narrow limits, and excessive trading in 
the few more prominent stocks brought the day’s 
business up to its high figure. The bears were again 
active and aggressive and made drives at several 
stocks at different times. Transactions in Chicago 
Gas were still enormous this morning. probably 30,- 
000 shares of it changing hands in the first fifteen min- 
utes trading and it opened at different prices from 73 
to 74, while it only went ‘4 per cent below forimer 
prices during the day. The strength displayed by the 
stock quickly restored confidence and it advanced to 
76% and the market gathering strength in the mean- 
time. Feverishness never departed from stock 
and a drop of 3 per cent in Distillers which was en- 
gineered for further effect upon the general market 
seemed to have no further influence than this. This 
decline was as quickly recovered as the other and New 
England immediately came to the iront, continuing 
ite remarkable upward movement, heiped by further 
rumors favorable tothe company. Special pressure 
was brought to bear upon Gould shares and Union 
Pacific displayed weakness, but the sharp’ upward 
movement given Manhattan late in the day seemed to 
disseminate the idea that insiders were notin the ef- 
forts to depress those shares. Late deaiings were also 
marked by asharp advance in the Coalers, supposed 
to be another move against shorts and Jersey Central, 
Delaware and Hudson and Lackawanna. Ali scored 
substantial gains. The most remarkable move of the 
day, however, was in the securities of New York and 
New England, the stock advancing on large 
transactions from 19'4 to 26, bonds following closely. 
Most of this was retained at the close. The general 
list opened generally small fractions higher, but the 
moyement continued on a small scale and irregularity 
was one of the features of the day, though the market 
displayed considerable strength through and advances 
this evening are more numerous than losses.
